THE B. & 0. HORROR. 


STATEMENTS OF PASSENGERS WHO MIRAC- 
ULOUSLY ESCAPED IN THE COLLISION. 


Imprisoned Passengers Slowly Cremated—A 
Man Wedgedin Tightly Between Broken 
Seats Gives His Valuables to a Bystander 
and Burns to Death—Efforts of the Rail- 
road Company to Suppress Information— 
Rough Treatment of Injured Passengers 
by the Railway Employes-—A Family 
Poisoned. 


CuIcaGo, January 5.—Among the survivors 
of the wreck on the Baltimore & Ohio, who ar - 
rived here early this morning, Harry Forrester 
of Baltimore was the most severely injured. 
To a reporter he gaid: ‘‘I can’t tell you much 
about the way the thing happened. It was 
quick as a flash, and how I got through the 
millions of splinters and falling timbers I don’t 
know. When I got up the cars were on fire 
and I could hear the people all cry- 
ing out in agonized tones for help. 
was somewhat dazed, but these cries brought 
me to a realization of the calamity. The 
sights were terrible. There seemed to be 
wounded people everywhere and all were cry- 
ing for aid. Iwag covered with blood from 
the wounds on my head and could not do 
much to assist. The groans of those in the 
burning car were awful. Iwas near the ex- 
press messenger, who was killed, and the 
baggageman, Gates, who had all the flesh 
torn off of one of his legs. There were only 
four of us,I think, out of eighteen who got 
out of the smoking-car.’’ 

SERIOUSLY INJURED. 

Mr. Forrester has a very severe contusion 
on his left shoulder, made, he thinks, by 
striking some timber whenhe and his seat 
were forced through the roof of the car. The 
skin on the back of his head is also loosened 
and forced forward. In addition he has 
bruises all over his body. He was very 
nervous and not able, he said, to recall all the 
incidents that had occurred. 

PROF. KENDALL'S STATEMENT. 

Prof. Francis Kendall of Crete, Neb., said: 
‘‘I was sitting inthe first-class coach, which 
was coupled in the rear of the smoking car 
and ahead of the two sleepers. Our first inti- 
mation of danger was the sharp application of 
the brakes and the reversing of the engine 
with sueh suddenness that we were thrown 
forward in our seats. Then came a deafening 
crash In front of us and our car was shaken up 
as It by an earthquake. All the glass in the 


windows were broken, we were thrown all 
over the carand the women screamed. We 
all got out as quickly as possibie. The bag- 
age and smoking cars were one ow of kind- 
ing wood and had already — t fire. We 
tried to aid those at work on the burning cars, 
but the heat was so intense that we were 
driven back. There were several persons to 
be seen inthe flames, but they were beyond 
human heip. Some ot them were alive and 
their cries could be heard. We then ran for- 
ward to the engine. Here we found the fire- 
man jammed in between the boiler head and 
water tank. With axes, saws and timbers we 
worked for nearly an hour to release him, but 
without success. He was caught by the lower 
limbs and he finally 
DIED BEFORE OUR EYES. 
He uttered hardly a word, though conscious 
till the last. Betzold of Huntsville, 
Neb., was another who esca His wife was 
in my coach. He found self caught b 
both legs, and with great augen er suoceeted 
im wrenching himself free just ore the 
flames reached him. He told me that there 
was a man on euch side of him and that one of 
them caught him by the foot and held 
him for some time before he could 
free himself from his desperate clasp. 
Each was jammed in past help. He then 
— ten feet to the ground. Beyond severe 
ruises he was not.hurt. How the fourth man 
ot out he did not know nor did anybody else. 
efound him lying on the snow with his 
skull laid bare. 1 presume he was shot bodily 
out ofthe wreck.

CAUSE OF THE DISASTER. 

The statements made concerning the cause 
of the disaster by the crew of the 
freight train were very conflicting. The gen- 
eral excuse given was that they thought there 
was time to reach Republic before the express 
arrived. They knew they were running on the 
time of the express; but Tiffin and Republic 
are but five miles apart. They did not agree 
as to whether the freight was 
standing still or moving. A brakeman 
said the freight was moving slowly, 
while others of the crew said it was standing 
still, having become stalled. There were 
probably sixty people on the traip and about 
thirty of them came on to Chicago on the train 
with me. It was the most sickening and hor- 
rible sight that a man ever saw. Several 
other passengers tell substantially the same 
stories. All unite in saying that the death of 
M. H. Parks, who is supposed to have been 
connected with the Bureau of Labor Statistics 
at Washington, was undoubtedly the 

SADDEST AND MOST HEARTRENDING 
of the whole wreck. When the crash came he 
was riding inasmoker. He succeeded in get- 
ting the upper halt of his body out of the 
coach window when his legs were pinned to 
the debris in the interior of the car and there 
he was burned to death before the eyes of 
those outside, who could no nothing for him, 
‘‘I shall never forget it, said one ofthe sur- 
vivors. As the flames were creeping closer 
and closer to him, and he cametothe conclu- 
sion that he was doomed to the most horribie 
of deaths, he pitched his pocket-book to us 
and gave us the address of his mother in 
Washington. After that the flames closed 
around him and we did not see him again.’’

RIVAL RATES 

must be made by some form of agreement be- 
tween rival carriers, and agreement is equally 
necessary to thereafter maintain them. Other- 
wise each company will make its own rates, 
which is discrimination, and their non-agreed 
changes will produce more discriminations. 
Moreover, shippers must know their rates be- 
fore they ship, but railways need not. This 
factand the publicity required also necessi- 
tate agreement. Otherwise the chaos 
which some reformers call competition. If 
the Government owned every railway 
in the Usion it would be required to make 
equal rates under equal conditions, as they do 
equal customs and postage dues. It would 
also require an organization of ‘pool’ to 
maintain its equal rates of transportation, as 
it now requires a ‘Custom-house’ ol and 
a ‘Post-office pool,’ the terms being used 
respectively. Then some form of equitable 
tonnage distribution would also be essential. 
otherwise one railway orsystem or district or 
city would over-carry and to change this*by 
diversion orrestriction would be ‘pooling.’ 

»The States have not been able alone to reg- 
ulate this great question, hence the present 
action by the general Government. Widely 
separated and as independently chartered 
common carriers have not, for similar rea- 
sons, been able to regulate it without a just 
railway federation, which the Government 
would adopt and strengthen and not abandon, 
if it owned and operated them. Whatever 
rates are unreasonable, the law andthe com- 
mission should reduce to reasenableness, but 
thereafter the same reasonable rates can and 

SHOULD AND WILL EXIST, 
with or without pools. Assume again thatthe 
pools were thus abolished. It would be aclear 
corporate duty and public need that the rail- 
way promptly devise some other legal ma- 
chinery by agreement, or by dividing tonnage 
instead of money, to make, preserve and 
maintain the same reasorgableness and uni- 
formity of charge and equality of method and 
facility. If, therefore, rates be reasonable, 
it has never been shown what proper puh- 
lic interest attaches to the mere methods 
by which they are made or maintained or the 
tonnage of revenues derived therefrom are 
divided between the several first carriers any 
more thanamong their second connections. 
There is no testimony that can prove that 
legal rates are wrong or extortionate or can 
do harm simply because administered by a 
pool. Clearly itis better for New York City if 
allite great westward railways combised as 
one in a pool to charge only one reasonable 
rate for ail the like traffic of all its merchants 


as they were one firm than have 
the separated railways and various 
merchants scrambling for the strongest 


combination of both and the lowest rates for 
all. This bill only requiresthat each company 
or route shall charge the same rate to all. It 
therefore stops far short of what it should re- 
quire, or at least leg alize, that all companies 
between the same points charge the same 
rates. In this bro mercantile aspect the 
pool is juster than the law, because if the 
eight railways from Chicago eastwardly make 
eight different rates to New York, the result 
upon the commerce of both cities is precisely 
as discriminating, non-uniform, preferential 
and disastrous asif the same eight rates were 
made over one railway. This statement defies
